Middle East 
Breakthrough 
Still Sought 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(WP) — Four rounds of big 
power discussions on the 
Middle East have brought no 
breakthroughs or surprises 
but the atmosphere is still 
promising, authoritative 
sources said Friday. 

But a working group com- 
posed of deputies failed again 
to agree on the language of a 
declaration which Israel, 
Egypt and Jordan would be 
asked to sign stating their 
intention to carry out the 
Security Council resolution of 
Nov. 22, 1967. 

France, which proposed the 
declaration, is to be concen- 
trating with Soviet support on 
Israeli withdrawal “from” oc- 
cupied territories. The U.S. 
and Britain, however, favor 
emphasis on withdrawal ‘‘to” 
recognized boundaries.

BEFORE DEADLINE 


No tickets will be sold for 
flights Sunday except where the 
passenger can complete his 
journey before the strike dedd- 
line. This has resulted in 
cancellation of 13 flights even 
without the strike—being effec- 
tive. 

The expected daily loss in 
gross revenue to the air line is 
$1.2 million if the strike goes 
ahead. -Air Canada handles 
18,000 passengers each day 
across the nation and abroad. 

In the Vancouver area the 
strike involves 325 members of 
the machinists’ union but would 
also mean immediate layoff of 
120 pursers and stewardesses, 
114 pilots, 14 air dispatchers and

6 Dein ANNUAL BUDGETTING 
processes of the city and adjacent 
municipalities appear to be more dif- 
ficult this year than last, and this is 
a trend that has become increasingly 
evident over the last decade or more. 
The requirements of municipal ex- 
penditure’ become more pressing 
while the most immediate source of 
revenue, the property tax, is pushed 
to the point of causing serious effects 
on property ownership. Where it 
was once the practice to cut frills 
and civic luxuries from the first 
draft of budgets, councils are now 
faced with the hard necessity of also 
paring needed public works and 
other municipal projects. 

While every council does its best 
to keep the mill rate to a minimum, 
there is often a false economy in 
cutting down on well merited ex- 
penditures. For these needs will re- 
turn in the next year’s budget with 
even. more pressing urgency, along 
with new demands, and the result 
is that the moderate deletion of last 
year becomes the larger addition of 
today. 

It is increasingly clear that the 
whole matter of municipal financing 
needs revision and. modernization. 
The patchwork system which has 
grown up under Premier Bennett’s 
Santa -Claus program of personal 
doles — along with per capita grants, 
allotments for ambulances and tour- 
ist promotion, aid to this construc- 


tion project or that — is obviously’ 


inadequate to handle the large-scale 
ybusiness. operations which are the 
concern of municipalities today. 
When: councils are driven, for 
instance, to suggest that the public 
library should close one extra day a 
week — would the same proposal be 


made to keep school costs down?— 
because of pressure on the mill rate, 
or to cut the appropriation to the 
point where only a fraction of the 
new books required can be bought 
during the year, can we say that we 
have really recognized the twentieth 
century with its new and urgent edu- 
cation requirements? With traffic 
burgeoning throughout the area and 
creating new problems at scores of 
points, can patching pot-holes be 
called an adequate answer to the 
transportation problems of our time? 

There is a limit to the burden of 
expenditure that can be laid upon 
property owners, as there equally is 
for income earners, and it is clear 
that municipalities, like individual 
citizens, cannot have all the improve- 
ments they. want as soon as they 
want them. But the inexorable 
growth of population and urban 
activity in this era demands large 
expenditures from the unprecedent- 
ed production of our-modern society. 

A major problem locally is the 
distribution of responsibilities and 
resources between provincial and 
municipal governments. Govern- 
ments today are not living in the 
same environment that existed when 
their structure was formed. We hear 
talk just now of largely sovereign 
regional governments, of city 
states, and other possible develop- 
ments to meet the unprecedented 
type of urbanized society into which 
we are moving. 

A first interim step at least 
should be ‘a: full-scale, fundamental 
study and discussion of financial 
problems between municipal and pro- 
vincial governments, which the form- 
er have long requested and the latter 
has long denied. ; 


Don’t Stop Now. 


FDUCATION MINISTER DON- 
‘“ ald Brothers proclaims with sat- 
isfaction that experiments in learn- 
ing are being carried out in almost 
all of the province’s public schools. 
Closer examination of his statistics 
however indicates there are less 
grounds for pride than at first ap- 
pear. : 

For example, fewer. than half the 
elementary schools are employing 
an individual reading program based 
on the pupil’s own level and rate of 
learning. What is holding the other 
642 schools back? When improved 
techniques suchas this have won 
the approval of educators over a con- 
siderable period:there seems no rea- 
son why they can not be introduced 
into all the schools. 

As matters stand now half—the 
elementary pupils in the province are 
receiving an inferior: reading pro- 
gram. It is up to the department of 
education and the local schoo! boards 
to see that all students receive equal 
opportunities. 

At a time when the importance of 


bilingualism {s* being emphasized, 
only 14 per cent of the elementary 
schools are offering a program in 
conversational ‘French. Only 8 per 
cent provide open areas in place of 
rigid rows of desks so the students 
can have greater freedom of move- 
ment and easier access to individual 
or group assistance. 

The largest statistic in Mr. 
Brothers’ list, that 646 schools have 
developed, their own report cards, 
represents limited progress. Most 
parents would agree that the new 
reports give them a minimum of in- 
formation on how their child is pro- 
gressing. It takes the parent-teacher 
conferences, a valuable innovation, 
to provide that. 

There is no desire to belittle the 
progress that is being made in the 
school system. Numerous schools 
and individual teachers are doing a 
first-rate job, displaying enthusiasm 
and a willingness to attempt new and 
better techniques. Mr. Brothers’ re- 
port simply emphasizes that much 
still remains' to be done. 


Added Weight on the Gun 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 

South Carolina has-before it a 

bill which might give greater weight 
to the campaign ‘against illegal pos- 


session of firearms than most gun, 


laws on this continent. 

’ The bill would provide an extra 
penalty — a sentence of up to 10 
years — for anyone who carried a 
firearm at the time of a crime if the 
individual were found guilty. Then 
the extra penalty would be added, 
whether or: not the gun was fired. 


The proposal has merit. Applica- 
tion of the penalty would depend on 
the individual being involved in a 
crime. The bill would neither pre- 
vent criminal elements from. ob- 
taining guns, nor meet the problem 
of possession of firearms by irre- 
sponsible but not necessarily crim- 
inally inclined persons. It would, 
however, impose one more sanction 
against gun-carrying by criminals 


in whose hands such weapons take -

Oliver Goldsmith described the 
amazement of a rustic audience at

NCE again the United States came 
face to face, this past week, with 

the frustratigns of power in the mid-20th 
eentury. A fourth-rate adversary, North 
Korea, plucked th2

American eagle, as it 
had done the year 
before, and there was 
little if anything ef- 
fective the United 
States could do about 
it. It is an ironic fact 
that one of the 
world’s two major 
superpowers is not in 
a position to deal

tion. But even without that ‘drain on 
American resources, it is doubtful that 
President Nixon would have wished to

the massive power of the United States 
to bear, 


Sympathize With Weak 


That is not the kind of world in which 
we live. Regardless of the rights and 
wrongs of the case, and almost 
regardless of the provocation, world 
opinion would have sympathized with the 
weaker party and condemned the 
stronger. The stronger was partially 
immobilized; the respective power of the 
two tended to equalize. 

Except in very special circumstances, 
the major centers of power today are 
simply not free to use their great 
strength against the small. When they 
violate this rule, as the Soviet Union did 
in Czechoslovakia and in a different way, 
the United States did in the Dominican 


Republic, they bring upon themselves 
widespread condemnation. 

Britain has found much of the world 
surprisingly sympathetic toward 
Anguilla. France felt obliged to quit 
Algeria in the 1950's. 

In each case, superior military pow2r 
was not the only significant force in 
action. It probably was not even the 
decisive force. 

Nor is this rule that right makes might 
applicable solely to the big and mighty. 
Israel can and does engage in reprisal 
raids of a certain magnitude, especially 
when world opinion sympathizes with the 
provocation. | But. when the world com- 
munity strongly disapproves, Israel's 
smal size does not exempt her from its 
pressures. 

Nigeria, scarcely a superpower, Is 
another case in point. She has run into 
waves of world opprobrium for her effort 
to crush Biafra. This criticism has been 
a tangible disadvantage for Lagos. It 


“may have been the principal factor 


keeping Biafra alive. 

Even an exception like Czechoslovakia 
tends to prove the rule. Moscow has not 
felt free to make full: and uninhibited

use of its superior military power, ‘If it 
had, no liberal Czechs would have 
retained authority in Prague last August 
for—even 24-hours. Few if-any liberal 
leaders would ‘be alive today and out of 
jail.. There would not be continuing 
spurts of resistance from the Czech 
peopl. 

Skeptics to the contrary, there is an 
intangible but supremely important 
moral force at play in the 20th century 
which world leaders ignore at their 
peril: the power of world opinion. 
Scarcely a single major power equation 
in the world exists independently of it. 

It does not always work in a healthy 
direction. It can sometimes be manipu- 
lated for selfish ends. It can give scope 
for irresponsibility masquerading as an 
underdog. It is more effective against 
some government leaders than others. 

But it exists, and is almost univers- 
aly at work. 

It goes far to explain why the United 
States has not cracked down on Peru for 
nationalizing American property. It is 
the reason why the Wnited States has 
found so much of the diplomacy of 
Vietnam so frustrating, ‘including its

Possibly the single most notable 
tribute to the power of world opinion has 
been the frank acknowledgement by the 
Big Four that this leverage is to be their 
principal reliance in impelling the Arabs 
and Israelis toward the bargaining table. 

If even the four great powers do not 
feel their combined military might is as 
significant and. efficient a tool as their 
capacity to appeal to world opinion, 4 
lesser array .of powers would be. bold 
indeed to proclaim indifference. - 

Much more needs to be understood 
about manipulation of this power. Its 
misuse needs to be made counter- 
productive through quicker and more 
effective exposure. The strong need 
more. reliable protection against the 
weak and irresponsible, 

That will not be easy. A start can be 
made by wider recognition of the role 
world-opinion plays in the affairs of our 
time,

U.S. Gaining in Vietnam, Losing at Home 


[tet States policy in Vietnam has 
so-far-been too much “and too late. 
From ths start of the U.S. commitment, 
duririg the Eisenhower Administration, 
Americans have underestimated their 
enemy and overestimated themselves. 
Today they are increasingly succ2ssful 
militarily but politically irresolute and 
all mixed up. In a series of lurches the 
United States has over-reacted on the 
battlefield while failing as a nation to 
comprehand just why it is in Vietnam, 
how a series of related undertakings 
brought Anericans in, or what they are 
fighting for. 

In one sense what the U.S. is fighting 


_for is time, not space. The United States 


never intended to de-Communize North 
Vietnam or to overthrow its government 
and is committed to an eventual 
withdrawal from South Vietnam once: it 
can be shored up. 

The greatest. strategic victory ob- 
tained by the U.S. commitm2nt has been 
the smashing of a Communist effort to 
take over Indonesia by coup in 1965. Had 
South Vietnam already been subject to 
Hanoi there is little doubt the Indonesian 
military would have knuckled under. 


Nevertheless, inside Vietnam itself, 
the outcome remains uncertain. As 
explained in’ a previous column, the 
enemy is determined to triumph regard- 
less of the cost in blood. 

He is prepared to stake innumerable 
lives in a protracted offensive on the 
assumption that wavering U.S. public 
opinion will drive Washington — and in 
turn push Saigon — to settle at a 
disadvantage. Hanoi has no “public 
opinion problem of its own to reckon 
with. 

Militarily the United States has 
learned much on the difficult South 
Vietnamese battlefield; but politically it 
has not begun to understand. the 
implications of revolutionary warfare 
which aims with brilliant effectiveness at 
American public opinion. 

Hanoi fights and negotiates simultan- 


e 


eously but the two approach?s are in 
tandem. It is Clausewitz reworded — 
politics becomes a continuation of war 
by other means. 

This novel approach is just as 
audacious as the Communist military 
strategy of pre-positioning arms, am- 
munition and. food -in battlefield areas 
chosen in advance — and then sending 
reinforcements to those caches by 
different routes. For the first time in 
history we see an army's supply lines 


marching ahead of its troops. 

The U.S, command has finally caught 
on to this method and is upsetting its 
efficacy. The price paid -by. the enemy 
mounts steadily but one can almost 
detect a proportional decline in Amer- 
ican public support for this unpopular 
conflict. 

One might almost’'say this was in the 
fourth dimension, a dimension variously 
described when Einstein first announced 
its discovery. In some senses it was 


i Nature Rambles

Take a walk along the flats at 
Goldstream picnic site, across the bridge 
where the alders and old maples grow. 

The horsetails are now putting forth 
their tall stems with their whorls of stiff 
wire-lik> branches. Note their hollow 
stems that fit together like a segmented 
line of pipe. Some you will find that are 
a pale brown. These bear a small cone 
which holds the spores. 


There are masses of the yellow 
violets that seem as if they were planted 
in a formal garden, 

Growing among them you will find 
the bleeding heart, with its delicate, 
fringed leaves. Soon the pinkish heart- 
shaped flower will come into bloom. 

There are large banks of the lily-of- 
the-valley growing here. They seem to 
dominate the ground cover. Their 
somewhat waxy, twisting leaves with the 
sharp point will identify this plant. There 
are a few already_in flower and soon 
more will show long spike of tiny 
white flowers that are short lived. In the 
fall the berries will turn to a cluster of 
ruby-like beads. 

In this locality there .are very many 
skunk cabbage plants and .their golden 
yellow sheaths and.spikes mak2 a very 
pleasing contrast to the somewhat dark 
swampy ground, 


There are very many trilliums in this 
area. They like the shade and the acid 
soil. This plant is protected by law. Do 
not pick it. 

The swamp gooseberry is in, bloom 
with its whitish flower, slightly. tinged 
with red. This shrub forms a small 
thicket and the. stems elways seem to 
droop. 

Here you will find several beds of the 
coltsfoot with its purplish-white sdft, loose 
clusters of blooms. They give off a sweet 
perfume. The leaves come after the 
flowers. These leaves will often be a foot 
across and are lobed and toothed. 

Walk out into the open on the marshy 
flats. Here the sun-loving plants live, the 
sedges and reeds. You will find a lot of 
bones from salmon that ran up the 
stream to spawn last fall now they are 
bleached by the sun and rains. 

Standing out in bold relief there is a 
plum tree “seeded” perhaps by a bird. 
Its pinkish-white blossoms mak2 it 
conspicuous in this habitat that does not 
normally grow this type of tree. . 

Look up at the towering cliffs of Mt. 
Finlayson with its scattered conifer cover 
and you can-see why this closed-in valley 
is so productive. 

Look at the river; now it has slowed 
down ‘and just meanders along to the 
sea. It is still building the delta there, 


depicted as time, and in this respect U.S. 
strategy has reacted efficiently if not 
always comprehendingly. 

In another respect it was depicted as 
the dimension through which a glove 
passed when turned inside out, The 
United States is now turning South 
Vietnam inside out by a paradoxical 
phenomenon, The essential American 
probl2m in opposing the Communist 
intrusion is to_rely upon a status. quo 


-system while stmultaneously revolution- 


izing it from within — against the ‘will of 
its own power elite. 

This self-contradictory approach was 
attempted by the United States in China 
during the 1940’s when efforts were 
madz to reform the Kuomintang govern- 
ment while ~helping it against the 
Communists. In that instance the reform 
was blatantly inadequate and therefore 
the vast amount of help was wasted. 


Best Government. in Years 


The efforts concentrating on reform 
in South Vietnam are showing signs of 
positive effect and the present Thieu 
government in Saigon és undoubtedly the 
best South Vietnam has known singe it 
became independent 15 years ago, But 
whether the momentum is sufficient to 
force through needed improvement, 
massive reconstruction and, above all, fo 
eliminate erosive corruption at the higher 
echelons remains an open question. 

On the military level there |s now a 
cogent American pattern. The Viet Cong 
main force. and North Vietnamese units 
are being so severely chewed up that the 
cost to Hanoi is increasingly cruel. And 
at last South Vietnam's own army is 
sufficiently trained and equipped to play 
a mounting role in defending its. own 
country. 


The war is being “Vietnamized”’ more 


and more, both militarily and politically. 
But the big question remains whether 
the process was begun soon enough to 
compensate for a parallel decline in U.S. 
national will power. Hanoi's bloody bet 
is that the answer is no.

Whos the Greatest?. 


The Proof Is Gold 


By ART STOTT 


In recent days ‘an excellent television 
program and a radio sportorial have giyen 
considejation to greatness in Canadian 
athletics. In the former, the ea 
coach of Harry Jerome © 
offered the opinion: that 
Hatry's . accomplishments, ~ 
including world’s redords in 
the 100 and 200 ' metres, 
Placed’ him ahead of Percy 
Williams. In the latter a 
knowledgeable young man 
saw George Knudson's 
second-place finish in the 
Masters’ tournament the 
Rreatest golfing triumph 
ever achieved by a Canadian. 


The respective opinions left me wondering 
about the criteria that should be applied in 
such judgments. 

You use different yardsticks to measure 
different: kinds of greatness in sport. Some 
athletes are great in defeat. Some are great 
in-their ability to overcome handicaps even 
though they may never grasp the laurel. 
Some have a.greatness of heart that exceeds 
their physical capacities. But when it comes 
to performance, the measure, it seems to 
me, is gold—the medal proving the ability to 
win against the strongest competition that 
can be marshalled. The gold, too, is relative, 
Its more refined form appears at the victor’s 
stand at Olympics. 


* * * 


That's why Percy Williams stands out 
above all other Canadian track athletes in 


my opinion. He took golds for the 100 and 200 + 


in 1928, 


On the Knudson issue, I'm a little 
shakier, I know almost nothing about. golf. 
Certainly when a Canadian finishes second 
among a selected field of the worlti’s) best 
pros in any sport, he has climbed the heights. 
But I keep thinking back to 1932, when a 
young man came out of London, Ontario, to 

the American Amateur. This may be 
comparing junior hockey-to the NHL. But 
Sandy Somerville won the gold in what was 
then one of the great golf competitions, At 
that particular time, in that particular place, 
he was better than anyone else assembled 
there—and the competition was strong. ° 
In my - highly subjective simile, - the 


difference between winning and being second : 


is the difference between a traveller who 
makes the 12-foot.jump from the wharf to the 
deck ot the departing ship that has drawn 
10 feet away and the man who makes a nine- 
and-one-half foot leap, commendable as the 
latter effort may be. 

By my criterion, you don’t measure the 
Performance of a competitor today in terms

of times; distances or heights against: the 
marks made by a competitor 20, 30.or more 
years ago. The current. records, always 
improving, make such a comparison unreal- 
istic, You form your conclusion on the basis 
of how much better a man was than his 
contemporaries-in his given field:—That,—it 
memory. serves, is why Paul Gallico 
considered Bobby Jones the “King of Kings’’ 
in the realm of all sports in his day. And that 
measurement is made by tests of one against 
the other. 

The tests are critical. Up to an afternoon 
in Mexico City last summer,-everyone knew 
that Jim Ryun of -the United States was the 
greatest miler of his time—everyone, per- 
haps, except a dark-skinned - young man 
called Kipchoge Keino who came from Kenya 
and ran Ryun into the ground. The payoff 
there was in gold at the victor's stand. 


* * * e 


It is important to appreciate other decrees 
of greatness thah winning, of course. Who'll 
deny the strength of the concept that holds 
the game above the prize? Who'll challence 
the judgment that -it counts not whether you 
won or lost, but how you played the game? - 

Among the acquaintances of my youth was 
a boy who ran regularly—against Percy 
Williams. My- friend ‘looked almost frail, 
though he played McKechnie Cup rugby and 
took-his lumps in it. He couldn't, beat Percy, 
but he always came up smilific. He-had 
heart. He showed it as he fought and lost to 
an incurable illness. He had our affection ana 
our admiration—and a kind of greatness of 
his own. But it wasn’t the characteristic 
which made him the greatest in perform- 
ance, ° 
When I was young I also met the world’s 
greatest cricketer, Don Bradman. He came 
to Victoria with a touring Australian team 
that included Stan McCabe and “Uncle”’ Bill 
Kippax. It was a pleasure to split a pint with 
McCabe and Kippax, an embarrassment for 
me to be in the ‘company df Bradmansthe 
last man with whom I'd waht to go fishing. 
But Bradman was great, the greatest in his 
sport then and probably the all-time greatest.

No doubt the selection of ‘‘the greatest" js 
subjective and determined by criteria which 
can be arbitrary. It isn’t always ‘the 
champ,"’ as some of the shoddy chapters of 
prize-fight history have revealed. But in my

And, at that time, 
news media predictions for 
the new discovery ranged 
from disintegrating rays . to 
light beams capable of: per- 
forming transmigrations and 
metamorphoses. 

Despite over-reaction, a new 
respect for light swept the 
scientific community, and the 
laser was considered one of 
the miracles of the young, 
burgeoning space age.

Boom’ Forecast 


Scores forecast a com- 
mercial and scientific boom 
for the laser comparable to 
that of the transistor. In only 
a few months, hundreds of 
firms, plus numerous govern- 
ment‘ agencies, began laser 
programs. , 

Now, some nine years after 
this remarkable light beamed 
upon ‘the scene, every living 
room still does not have -a 
laser. 

Nonetheless, a 
number of accomplishments 
in nearly every field have 
aecrued in a relatively short 
time to- the laser, most of 
which were not envisioned in 
its early notoriety. 

These accomplishments ar- 
ise from—the—extraoFdinary 
brightness, peak power, speed 
of modulation, and coherence 
now attainable with lasers. 

To illustrate the - laser's 
brightness, whichis measured 
by how much power can be 
deposited on a small area, the 
familiar sun can be cited for 
comparison. 

Through the best available 
lenses, sunlight can be fo- 
cussed to heat tiny objects bet- 
ter than they can be heated

with light from any other 
source that is not a laser. 
Solar furnaces using the 


finest quality lenses and mir- 
rors in arrays 10 -feet across 
have achieved light power 
densities of some 5,000 watts 
per square centimeter. 


Surface of Sun 


This is nearly the same 
intensity one would experience 
sitting-right at. the surface of 
the sun. However, no signifi- 
cant amount of improvement 
over this intensity can be 
achieved with bigger and 
better mirrors. 

By comparison, light from a 
commercially | available, con- 
tinually operating argon ion 
laser can be focused. with a 
small, simple lens to produce 
light intensities one million 
times greater than can be 
made by focusing any amount 
of sunlight. = 

Further, if a giant pulse 
laser is used, intensities can 
be produced for a few bil- 
lionths of a second that are 
one million million times 
greater than the sun’s focused 
intensity — and a _ million 
times greater than that from 
the high power continually 
operating laser! 

Perhaps one of the laser's 


propert'es which has con- 
tributed to its omnipotent 
reputation is its power. 

For example, the peak 
power output of a. commer- 
cially available pulsed laser 
can exceed one thovsand 


billion watts. 

This is ‘one thousand times 
greater than the maximum 
power output of. all the 
generators of Grand Coulee 
Dam the wortd's~targest 
hydroelectric plant. Moreover, 


all ¢his laser power can be ~ 


deposited on a. microscopic 


- spot less than one ten-thous- 


andth of an inch on a side. 


Just Few Degrees 


However, the light pulses 
are So short in time that the 
total effect of one such pulse 
would only heat. a glass of 
water a few degrees. 

At present, continuous laser 
beams cannot produce a 
steady. total visible output of 
more than 10 watts. 

A good searchlight can emit 
a hundred times more. So the 
uniqueness of the laser light 
Hes in its other propertiés. 

Today it is easy to generate 
lager pulses which last but a 

lionth of a miltionth of a 


second. This is one thousand | 


times shorter than those 
which can be generated by the 
shortest electrical discharges, 
and more than a billion times 
shorter than the flash 
photo flash bulb. 

To illustrate a time span of 
a millionth of a millionth of a 
second, a supersonic. jet air- 
craft would travel a distance 
of nly several adjoining 
nae during this time, 

And, if used in a manner 
similar to a strobe light, the 
laser beam. can stop ~the 
interior action of a nuclear 
explosion at the instant of 
detonation. 

These laser pulses. can be 
pictured as microscopic bun- 
dies of light travelling through 
space — with each ~ bundle 
only one-hundredth of:an inc! 
long.

Significantly, the light gen- 
erated from a. laser differs in 
several ways from anything 
created previously by man, 
Ordinary light sources (fires, 


helter-skelter light which 
isperses in all directions. 
Consequently it is‘referred to 
as “‘inccherent.”’ 

Laser light, essentially 
monochromatic, is called ‘‘co- 
herent” because all of its 
waves are of the same length 
and march in parallel steps in 
a single direction. 


Laser light waves, like 
ordinary light, have crests 
and valleys, and coherence 


refers to the ability of licht to 
preserve a _ precise relative 
positioning of its crests and 
valleys as it travels. 

The most monochromatic of 
ordinary light is very weak, 
but it can preserve coherence 
for about a foot. Laser light, 
on the other hand, can be 
coherent over miles. 


Rapid Modulation 


This coherence of laser 
light, coupled with its ability 
to be modulated—rapidiy, in 
principle will permit an es- 
timated 10 trillion separate 
conversations to be trans- 
mitted at the same time with 
only two beams: one out and j 
one_ back. And since the laser 
beam is only about a milli- 
metre in diameter;,(about the 
size of a lower case “o” on 
this page, and can be easily 
transmitted in any direction, 
a prodigious number of beams 
could be-used simultaneously | 
on the same frequency, 

Hundreds of different ma- 
terials such as gases, glasses, 
plasties,—erystals,liquids—and-+ 
semiconductors have been 
made to “lase,"’ although the 
ruby is still widely used. 

Daily the~ impact of new 
applications of the laser beam 
is felt, and because of its 
apparent unlimited usefulness 
and its obvious power, the 
laser undoubtedly will con- | 
tinue to be put to the test in | 
as.many ways as mankind's | 
imagination can devise. 

But ever since its discovery 
the question has remained: 
How best can mankind utilize 
these incredible light beams? |

Reorganization’ of | federal 
information policy and 
services, by administrative 
and probably legislative 
action, will have surprisingly 
high priority. The report of 
the task force is now being 
written, end Trudeau has 
already decreed that there 
will be early. action upon it. 

He argues: (A) Greater

The white. paper on foreign 
Policy, leading to -a new 
defence orientation, will alse 
be a major initiative this 
Political year. It will seek to 
divert some Canadian atten- 
tion from the Atlantic area to 
Latin America-.and the Pa- 
cific, 

On the constitutional front, 
the’ federal government is 
ready to lay —preposals on 
limitation of its spending 
power before the provinces. It 
will propose a formula. by 


which federal 
Side its specific areas of 
Jurisdiction will require the 
consent of the provinces. 


This will add to the federal 
proposals already on the table 
-— for example, reform of the 
Senate and the Supreme Court 
— and will -be an additional 
pressure on the provinces to 
get beyond géneralities to 
specifics of constitutional 
reform, 

“They started this, and 
“we're going to keep it up until 
they cry ‘uncle’” said’ a 
federal expert with relish this 
week,

He foresaw the possibility, 
if political events. fall. out 
right .in Quebec, of speedy 
action to rewrite the constitu« 
tion during the next. year, 
simply to get the problem out 
of the way and some long 
term stability established. 

Trudeau's major failure 
during the year, and the 
problem he jis determined to 
tackle in year two, is to work 
out a better relationship 
between the government and

He is reasonably well satis- 
fied with his cabinet and plans

There have. been questions 
about Mitchell Sharp's . per- 
formance in external affairs, 
but no change is likely, unless 
he wishes to quit.

He will, however, reshuffle 
parliamentary “secretaries” to 
bring a new group .ef—back- 
benchers into association with 
the administration, and there 
is a proposal to broaden 
involvement yet further by 
raising committee chairmen 
to the status of parliamentary 
secretaries. 


But Trudeau's political 


problem in year two is that 
progr>mmed government is 
no substitute for the careless 
rapture of a year ago, Reason 
is not as exciting as revolu- 
tion, and the absence of crisis 
docs not stimulate interest. 
Trudeau had hoped that the 
Liberal Party would keep 
public opinion at te grass 
roots tuned in to the govern. 
ment and would serve as a 
‘vehicle for political activists. 
But he now knows that a Jot 
more effort and attention will 
be needed this year to prevent 
the party from going to sleep 
until the next election, as has 
been the custom in the past.

The City Where a Million Died 


THE 900 DAYS. THE 
STEGE OF LENINGRAD, by 
Harrison E. Salisbury. Fitz- 


henry and Whiteside, $12.50.

The visitor to Leningrad is 
struck by the painted notices 
along the left-hand side of the 
Nevsky Prospect, warning 
that “In case of shelling this 
side is the most dangerous.” 

These blue and white signs 
are now the only indication of 
the German blockade of Len- 
ingrad, the terrible three-year 
siege when ‘almost a million 
people ‘perished from starva- 
tion, cold, disease and bomb- 


ing. 
The misfortunes of other 
European cities. during the 


Second World War pale into 
insignificance beside the mas- 
sive scale of misery and 
suffering endured by the 
inhabitants.. of the former 
Russian capital. Now,.for the 
first time, the English-speak- 
ing reader has been provided 
with a full account of _this 
tragedy. 

A distinguished American 
journalist, Harrison. Salisbury 
spent five years in Moscow as 
correspondent to The New 
York Times and_ travelled 
widely throughout the Soviet 
Union. His experiences,. im- 
pressions® and: observations 
were conveyed in several 
popular books and in 1955 he 
was awarded the Pulitzer 
Prize for his series Russia Re- 
Viewed, 


Many Years’ Work 


His boek on the Leningrad 
blockatle was. first conceived 
in 1944 when he interviewed 
survivors and witnesses of the 
siege. Since then he- has 
painstakingly sifted through 
the voluminous~ Russian-lan- 
gauge sources — memoirs, 
diaries, military histories and 
Communist Party publications 
— methodically compiling ma- 


terial on an event almost 
unknown to the western 
world. 


The result of his labors is 
an .authoritative, magni fi- 
cently documented and shat- 
tering description of life fand 
death). in Leningrad from 1941- 
44 when the Germans sought 
to starve and bomb the city 
into defeat. 

Although written in five 
parts, the book falls naturally 
into two halves. The early 
chapters depict.the accumula- 
tion by the Soviet intelligence 
service during the spring of 
1941 of overwhelming evidence 
that Germany was planning 
an invasion of Russia. 


Stunning Blitzkrieg 


One Soviet agent, Richard 
Sorge;*even submitted a re- 
port that the attack was 
scheduled for the early hours 
of June 22 of that year. And 
yet Stalin stubbornly rejected 
this growing body of proof, so 
confident was he that Hitler 
would respect the Nazi-Soviet 
Pact of 1939. Indeed, some 
Soviet citizens were severely 


History Told With Style and Wit 


ASPECTS OF ANTIQUITY:

What is required of the 
scholar who wishes to address 
a wide general audience? His 
academic achievement must 
be vast and compelling if his 
opinions are to carry avuthor- 


ity,_He-—must—have_strength 
and clarity of style; the 
ability to simplify without 


distortion; total freedom from 
pomposity or condescension; 
above--all__the gifts of wit, 
vitality and humanity. 
Although hundreds of popu- 
lar books on the ~ ancient 
world have appeared in the 
last decade, only a handful of 
their authors. have met these 
tough» requirements. One of 
the happy few is.M. I. Finley, 
the .distinguished. reader in 
ancient social- and economic 
history at Cambridge Univer- 


sity. 
Aspects of Antiquity is a 
reissue in paperback of a 


collection .of essays first pub- 
lished in 1968. It can be 
recommended . without reser- 
vations, Readers who know 
Finley's, famous study The 
World of Odysseus will recall 
his. skill in creating a mem- 
orable vision of” ancient. so- 
ciety: the vision is imagina- 
tive and personal, but it is 
derived .from a profound 
understanding of the evidence. 

This collection provides sim- 
itarly masterful statements of 
social history; for example, 
brilliant essays on ancient 
Slavery (one of Finley’s spe- 
cialities) and “the silent 
women of Rome.” 


SENSE OF UNITY 


As well, 
trating 


Finley offers pene- 
studies of major 
figures in the Greco-Roman 
tradition Pindar, Thucy- 
dides, Socrates, Plato, Dio- 
genes, and Diocletian. Inter- 
persed in the collection are 
provocative articjles, on 
Minoan Crete, the TYojan 
War, the. Etfuscans; and 
Christian historiography. 
Almost. all of the essays 


were originally written as 
independent articles for’ jour- 
nals such as The Listener, 
The New Statesman, and 
Horizon, One might therefore 
expect a series of random and 
miscellaneous papers. 


On the contrary, there is 
an increasing sense ‘of unity 
as the individual essays 
gradually illuminate the con- 
tours of the ancient world. 
And as the ancient world 
comes into focus, so does our 
own modern society. 

Finley's greatest’ strength 
may be this conviction of the 
contemporary relevance of 
historical enquiry: “It-seems 

. to be inherent in human 
existence to turn and return 
to the past (much as powerful 
voices may urge us to give it 
up). The more precisely we 
listen and the more we 
become aware of its pastness, 
even of its near-inaccessibil- 
ity, the more meaningful the 
dialogue becomes, In the end, 
it-can be only’ a dialogue in 
the present, abowt the pres- 
ent.”

Pha llus-struck, red-faced 
and bombastic, Irving Layton,

Written in 1968 while the 
poet, financed by the Canada 
Council,..was. travelling — in 
Greece, Israel, India and 
Nepal, the book is a collection 
of observations, . aphorisms 
ahd poems fathered by Layton 
during his trip, 


The title derives from a 
comparison between Baude)- 
airé, who once wrote. that 
“the bird of madness brushed 
me with its wings,2 and 
Layton, who says, in effect, 
“That's nothing;. I've been 


clawed by the whole bloody * 


bird.” . Layton’s — fans

The blow fell at 3 a.m. on 
June 22, 1941, at precisely the 
moment indicated earlier by 
Sorge. At various points along 
the Soviet border the —Ger- 
mans mounted a — stunning 
Blitzkrieg for which the Rus- 
Slan troops were completely 
unprepared both militarily 
and psychologically. 


Stalin’s Vain Hope 


Within hours German armor 
was rolling eastwards - while 
the local Soviet commanders, 
desperately radioing for in- 
structions, were ordered to 
avoid provoking the Germans 
by firing in self-defence. The 
order was Stalin's. Incredibly, 
he still refused to believe that 


war had actually begun and 
for several hours after the 
invasion clung to the vain 


hepe. that Hitler was merely 
Staging an elaborate military 
bluff. 

In a matter of weeks the 
Baltic areas were being over- 


run, with the most appalling 
losses in Soviet troops and 
equipment. 


By late summer the Ger- 
mans were at the very gates 
of Leningrad. Only the most 
frenzied measures prevented 
them from breaking through 
into. the city, although with 


Everyone was a skeleton. 


their superiority in armor and 
total control of the air it 
seemed only a matter of time 
before they did so. Digging in 
their mammoth siege guns, 
the Germans started a savage 
bombardment of Leningrad. 


Relentlessly the enemy 
closed its cirle of steel around 
the city and with the fall of 
the vital. rail link of Mga, 
Leningrad was effectively cut 
off from the rest of Russia. 
The blockade had begun. It is 
to,this that the book's second 
half is devoted. 

The winter of 1941 came 
early and was of exceptional 
severity. Without railway 
communications, food _ ship- 
ments ceased and strict ra- 
tioning was introduced in an 
effort to conserve the city's 
almost exhausted supplies; 
only the defending troops 
received anything like normal 
rations. 

As food stocks diminished, 
the ration was brutally cut 
again and again. Soon the loss 


of one’s ration card was 
tantamount to a death Ssen- 
tence. The theft of food 
coupons and the raiding of 


supply depots became so 
frequent that stringent police 
control of the city had to be 
instituted. 


Uncontrolled Fires 


Even: before— winter had 
properly. begun fuel ran out 
and. most of the power 


stations ceased operation; 
electricity was reserved ex- 
clusively. for essential satel 
lishments. 

Public transport ground to a 
halt, the::water pipes froze 
and drinking water was ob- 
tained by melting snow. (One 
result of the breakdown of the 
water - pumping. system was 
the helplessness of the _fire- 
fighting service to cope with

On the. other “hand, 
Layton regains his tightrope 
balance, he scores with his 
own mixture of vulgarity and 
vitriol,

Canadian patriotism re- 
ceives a particularly rough 
ride: 


“Canadians are a good péople 
I can find nothing élse 
to say, against them.” 


The poet's contempt for 
quiet mediocrity is as refresh- 
ing as his. admiration of 
American propaganda: is 
depressing. Some of the 
longer poems, such as Ele- 
phant and Hills and Hills, are

The effect is described. by 
Layton in The Skull: 


“I want to write poems 
as clean and dry

of rebirth — tramcars went 
back into service -on . April 
15th, 1942. 


Unknown Toll 


The siege dragged on for a 
further twe years but never 
were conditions allowed to 
deteriorate again to ¢he bar- 
baric level of the early 
months. Not. until January 27, 
1944, when rockets were dis- 
charged over scarred 
ingrad, were the inhabitants 
able to celebrate the final 
lifting of the blockade. 

The cost in Human life can 
never be known, According to 
official Soviet sources it is 
reckoned at. under 700,006, 
while unofficial estimates put 
it as high as a million dead,

The Doctor 
Likes Waving 
His Arms 


LONDON (AP) — A middie- 
aged doctor has hired the 
Royal Albert Hall, the New 
Philharmonia Orchestra and 
pianist Fou Ts’ong to realize 
his life’s dream. 

Dr. Michael Bialoguski is 
spending about $7,200 to make 
his debut as a symphonic 
eonductor at the age of 52. 
The program April -29 will 
include Beethoven's Fourth 
Symphony and Chopin’s 
Second Piano Concerto. 

“I suppose it's inevitable 
that people will regard me as 
rather eccentric,” said the 
physician. “But I have always 
had the dream of becoming a 
conductor .and waving my 
arms about in front of a great 
orchestra.” . 

Bialoguski fled from his 
native Poland during the 
Second World War and 
reached Australia with forged 
papers. He says he was “a 
member of Australia’s intelli- 
gence service and played a 
part in the 1954 defection of 
Soviet spy Vladimir Petrov. 

Bialoguski qualifed as, a 
physician in Australia, also 
took a diploma as a violinist 
and played occasionally with 
the Sydney Symphony. Mi- 
grating to England, he settled 
down to medical practice in 
Epsom, the horse racing 
centre near London, but his 
musical ambitions still were 
strong. 

Sir Adrian Boult; one of 
~Britain’s leading conductors, 
gave him some encourage- 
ment, and that was enough 
for Bialoguski. He hired the 
hall, the orchestra and the 
soloist.

NEW YORK—In New. York, the baseball name 
js Bobby Murcer. The tradition that the Yankees must 
never be without a hero is being sustained by the . 
unlikeliest home-run hitter of them all. It was 
reckoned that some’ day Murcer might work his way 
into. Yankee pinstripes with his deft infielder’s glove, 
but his flowering as a knocker of the long ball is a 


joyous, if total, surprise. 


Murcer has been doing his new thing ever since the opening 
game in Washington and Thursday he rapped Camilo Pascual 
for his fourth homer and Barry Moore for his fifth of the 
youthful season, The nature of his adulation by Yankee fans 
and the media was defined by the Yankee broadcast team’s 
reaction to Murcer’s first homer of the day: “There if goes, 
another Murcer homer, And remember Mickey Mantle didn’t get 
his fourth homer of his rookie year until May 13.” 

Thus, already, they’re comparing him to Mantle, which 
may not be quite fair to the retired Mantle, inasmuch as 
Murcer stil] trails him by 530 home runs. But the Yankee press 
ar.j Yankee fans insist upon heroes and Murcer does appear to 
have more potential than any Yankee who has come down the 
pike in recent years. - pir t 

Murcer’s emergence as a home-run hitter is the. more 
surprising because, in his baseball element, the fellow’s five- 
foot-11, 175-pound frame is a bit under average size. So are his 
button nose and his country-boy modesty. with rejection of 
profanity in a profession shot through with use of the four-letter 
words. 

His picture and stories of his first three home runs and .416 
batting average.were in all the papers when Murcer came to 
the ball park. Around the batting cage he got the treatment 
that used to be reserved for Joe Dimaggio and Mantle. 


- Cameramen were asking-him. to_“‘look this way’’ and-baseball 


writers were ignoring the other Yankees. 
xk ko Ok 

Murcer was the polite hero. Everyone got his pictures, and 
also thanks from Murcer. He said he didn’t know if he would 
keep on hitting home runs at his current pace, “‘but, dad gum, I 
hope so.’ He reminded people that the last time he was up with 
the Yankees, before he went in the army for two years, “I was 
12 for 0, and they let me go and I don't blame them.” 

The fellow seemed to persist in knocking himself, ‘There 
was a stretch when I was in Toledo,” he said, ‘“‘when I was 62- 
for-3. I don’t know Why the Yankees didn’t drop me from their 
system." But Yankee manager Ralph Houk has already 
explained that “in Toledo he was just a baby, only 18, and he 
showed us a lot before that slump.” 

Murcer is not another Mantle. He isn’t as strong as Mantle, 
doesn't hit the ball as far, can’t bunt as well or run as fast, but 
there is a similarity. They were both Oklahoma kids and both 
were scouted and signed by Yankee scout Tom Greenway, and 
neither one of them got much of a bonus. In fact, Murcer says 
he turned down more from the Dodgers than the Yankees gave 
him. 

“T wanted to be with the. Yankees,’” Murcer said. 
“Everybody asks me if Mantle was my hero. Everybody in 
Oklahoma was proud about Mantle, but the reason I liked the 
Yankees was on account of Mel Stottlemyre. I went to Kansas 
City as a kid to see the Yankees play and Stottlemyre was real 
nice to me and I knew when I grew up I wanted to play on the 


same team with him. That's the whole story of me and the 


Yankees.” 
* * * 


For a special reason, although not discounting the nice 
things Murcer is doing for his ball club, he is Ralph Houk’s 


hero. “I watch him handle his new prestige like a young champ 


in that department,”. Houk said. “All this publicity and stuff 
don’t turn his head. He brought his wife and baby here and 
they are living in Jersey. At 22, he’s not only a helluva ball 
player, he's a sweet family man. Not all the guys are, you 
know.” = 

Such is the constant demand for Yankee. heroes, that New 
York baseball writers with the encouragement of the 
establishment, have been quick to confer stardom on Yankee 
rookies in the past. They conferred instant super-rookie status: 
on chaps like Marv Throneberry, Steve Whitaker, Roger Repoz, 
and Bill Renna in previous years, missing the mark widely. 

They plumped hard for Murcer the first time he came up 
in 1966, and @fistory tells that he didn't make out then. In the 
Yankees’ training camp this year they again endowed Murcer 
with can't-miss status, but mostly as a chap who would pay his 
way with his glove. None dared to postulate that here was the 
chap who would inherit the mantle of Mantle. 

It is possible that Murcer may yet cool off and stop hitting 
homers at the rate of five in 10 games and slump from his over 
+400 batting average. - Meanwhile, even Ted Williams is 
impressed. Around the batting cage, Williams was asked for his 
qvaluation of Murcer, : 

“What do I think of him?" Williams repeated. ‘‘Right now I 
think he's another Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig rolled into one. 
After what he's done to us, what else can I think?” This was 
before Murcer hit his fourth and fifth homers of the year, all 
against Williams’ Washington pitching.

Doctor Advises Travellers 


On When to Get Needled 


By KARIN MOSER 

MONTREAL (CP) — It is 
important to know what inocu- 
lations are needed — or not 
needed — in preparation for 
travel abroad, says a leading 
Montreal specialist in preven- 
tive medicine. i 

“With more and more people 
travelling to remote areas of 
the globe,” said -Dr. Maurice 
Meng in an interview, “‘it is 
imperative that they first 
consult a competent physician 
or medical clinic to determine 
what sort of immunization is 
required. 

“For example, if a person is 
going on a holiday and will 
only be passing through a 
certain region briefly, chances 
are he doesn’t require an 
extensive series of inocula- 
tions. But if a company is 
transferring an employee to a 
remote area to live for six 
months or a year, then an 
entirely different approach 
must be taken to immunizing 
that person.” 

Dr. Meng, associated with 
Canadian National Railways’ 
medieal—elinie-for more_than 


19 years, says too many 
potential travellers think all 
they need is a smallpox 


‘shot’ because a travel agent 
said 80. 

“Most travel agencies don’t 
have. extensive knowledge 
about immunization — require- 
ments for various parts of the 
world, and it is much wiser 
for a person to consult an 
expert in that field. 

“Unfortunately, not too 
many general - practitioners, 
keep up to date on inoculation 
requirements either.” 


SOME RISK SEEN 


Doctors prefer not to give 
an. injection. if it jis -not 
absolutely required because 
there is always some element 
of ‘risk involved. 

“Why inject a person with a 
yellow fever vaccine, for 
instance, when he is not even 
going to~be-in-an area where 
he can contact the disease?”

—Plague vaccine is recom- 
mended only for Vietnam, 
Loas and Cambodia, unless 
the traveller will have occu- 
pational exposure .to rodents 
in areas in which sylvatic 
plague occurs. 

—Typhus vaccine is recom- 
mended only for © persons 
whose work abtoad places 
them in areas where the local 
population is infected. 

—Immune serum globulin is 
recommended for prophylaxis 
of infectious hepatitis in Cen- 
tral and South America, Afri- 
ca. and As 

“The booklet is available to 
anyone upon written request 
and could serve as a-guideline 
to immunization,” says Dr. 
Meng, adding that the World 
Health__Organizationis_con- 
cerned mainly with the five 
great pestilences of history — 
small pox, cholera, yellow 
fever, plague and typhus. 


START WELL AHEAD 

Dr. Meng says inoculations 
should be arranged well be- 
fore the start of a trip. For 
one thing, ‘‘you have a chance 
to get over any effects of the 
vaccine’ and immunity is not 
always instantaneous after 
inoculation. “Often several 
weeks are required for anti- 
body level to attain its 
maximum value.” 

Reactions to most vaccines 
are ‘‘generally mild and tran- 
sient, and will usually respond 
to simple medications,"’ he 
adds. 

“However, if for any reason 
your travel plans change 
when you are abroad and you 
think you might want a doctor, 
contact the International As- 


ica, 


sociation for Medical Assis- 
tance to Travellers. It's amaz- 
ing how few people know of 
this non-profit organization.” 

The organization offers 24- 
hour-a-day ‘service in major 
cities throughout Europe, 
Asia, Africa and South Amer- 
Member travellers need- 
ing medical help simply call 
the local IAMAT centre and 
are provided with the names 
of at least two physicians 
from whom to choose. All 
participating physicians speak 
English, are specialists in in- 
ternal medicine or cardiology 
and have had at Jeast a 
portion of their training in the 
United States, Canada or Great 
Britain. 

Charges for the servicés are 
on a strict standard fee 
system of $8 an office call, $10 
for a hotel call-and $15 for 
calls after 10 p.m. 


FACTORS CONSIDERED 

Dr. Meng says a number of 
factors should be considered 
when planning a course of 
inoculations and ‘companies 
particularly, who are thinking 


of sending employees into 
strange areas, should keep 
these in mind and then see 


that their travellers are pro- 
perly advised and treated.’ 

He these key factors 
as: 

—Ultimate destination; 

—Route selected; 

—Mode of travel; 

—Desires of patient; 

—Purpose of trip; 

—Previous inoculations; 

—Contra-indications. 

Elaborating on “route selec- 
ted,"’ Dr. Meng said that if a 
traveller, say, arrives in India 
from North Africa, inoculation 
against yellow fever is usually 
required. 

“The regulations are some- 
what complex but‘ do not 
apply if India is approached 
from the east. This is because 
yellow fever is ‘endemic to 
Africa but not to the Orient, 
you see.”"

In some -official eyes, there is 
a deplorable lack of communi- 
cation between various govern- 
ment departments promoting 
Canada_abroad.

The suggestion is that they 
could do a better job by pooling 
their efforts and facilities, par- 
ticularly in foreign capitals 
where several might be gath- 
ered. 

Another argument advanced 
for centralized co-ordination is 
that no government department 
is promoting the Canadian sys- 
tem at home and abroad. 

At home, it means that the 
federal role in running the coun- 
try is not satisfactorily told to 
the taxpayer, who is more 
aware of what provincial gov- 
ernments do for him than the 
central government.

living from it.’’ 

Fisher explained that the 
seasons even have something 
to do with the price of meat. 

“During the winter people 
eat stews or roasts,”’ he said. 
“Come spring everybody 
wants to barbecue and they 
want steaks.”’ 


Meat market operators are 
quick to ‘point out that the 
profit margin in the- beef 
industry is not huge. 

“The producers are making 
a good return now but they’ve 
seen lean years," said Fisher. 
“The wholesalers are working 
on a net profit of a half of one 
per cent.”” 

Recent increases in the 
price of vegetables and fruit 
are also blamed on the United 
States market. 

“We get a lot of produce 
from California and the 
weather there has been bad,” 
explained the chain store 
manager who asked to remain 
unidentified.

If a eg-ed reacties a decision 
to drop out of university the 
main reason is very seldom 
marriage, said Dr. Foord.

She warned, however, “If 
women are going to enter a 
field where men are dominant 
they must be even better 
prepared.”’ 

Essentially, Dr. Foord and 
Mrs. Caleb felt young college 
women today are concerned 
about the same issues that 
are troubling young people 
everywhere—the problems of 
our society, the search for—e 
personal identity. 

“Their concern is for a 
better society,” said Mrs. 


Caleb, “and for the better 
ment of human beings."’ Mrs.

secretary for the Canadian 
University Students Overseas 
mentioned} the inerease in 
women. applying for work in 
underdeveloped countries as 
an example of this concern.

Gives Penny An Idea

The legs work like scissors and the 
tubing is tipped with red plastic. 


Slicing Eggs a Snap 


Potato salad season is near and potato salad brings me to 
an old problem—how to slice slippery hard-boiled eggs. The 
best answer is an egg slicer and I have found a dandy éne. 
This $1.25 gadget it made completely of metal—there is no 
plastic to chip and break. A rounded slotted -section of 
aluminum holds the egg in place while 10 stainless steel wires 
slip through the egg, chopping it into nine neat pieces. 


For $2.60 one can buy an egg-wedger to get eggs into 
symmetrical wedges for. decorating the tops of salads. The box 
this egg-wedger comes in also has some interesting recipes 
for such things as horseradish patties. 


My family has caught on to my method of. coercing 
someone into working by giving them the brand-new tools 
needed for the job. They wanted me to make more French 
fries but I complained about the problem of cutting the 
potatoes to the right size. To counter this the children 
presented me with a handy chip-maker. This consists of a 
grid of blades, each square on the grid being no more than 
one-half-inch wide. This device costs $1.95. Now all I have to 
complain about is the grease settling on the walls and in their 
stomachs—arguments that French fry lovers defeat with a 
shrug and the words ‘‘Sc what?”

“Don't sign for something 
that’s really beyond your 
budget, that extra straw hat 
that puts you in difficulty if 
you have some slight financial 
emergency,” Mr. Walker 
says. 

“In the same vein, don't be 
blinded by that bargain at-an 
unbelievable price.

But They Still Hesitate to Use: Them 


OTTAWA (CP) — Many 
citizenship privileges that 
women take for granted today 
were won but a short time 
ago in Canada, reminds Sylva 
Gelber, director of the 
women’s bureau for the fed- 
eral labor department. 

“But what use have women 
made of their political rights 
in these last 40 years?” Miss 
Gelber asks. 
have undoubtedly exercised 
their right to vote, there is no 
woman on the government 
benches in the House of 
Commons in Ottawa. There is 
no woman on the benches of 
the official) Opposition and 
there is only one on _ the 
benches of one of the smaller 
parties. One out of 264. 

“There are in the Senate of 
Canada five women out:of a 
total of 102 senators. The 
tepresentation of women in 
the provincial legislatures is 
hardly better, the total for all 


provinces at the present time 
being 11." 


The absence of women from 


political arenas might be 
explained in a variety of 
ways. There was, to start 


with, Canada’s vastness. 

“Obviously a woman with 
family responsibilities cannot 
uproot herself. from her home 
constituency to travel the 
hundreds or thousands of 
miles to the Canadian capital, 
particularly at this time when 
the federal House is in session 
virtually all year round. But 
not all women have such 
responsibilities at home.”

rights, ; 

“To young Canadians it 
may come as a shock to learn 
thet ae than 25 years ago, a 
native-born Canadian woman 
who married a non-Cana- 
dian—although both may have 
been residing in Canada and 
in spite of the fact that the 
women may never have left 
the shores of her native 
land—lost her citizenship 
automatically by virtue of her 
marriage.

B.C. Hydro Chairman Dr. Gordon Shrum ex- 
tolled the government and castigated the opposition 
in a luncheon speech at the Empress Hotel that almost 
had the flavor of a hustings harangue. 


His address to Yictoria 
Chamber of Commerce wound 


up with a joke underlining his . 


warning that businessmen 
must become “activists and 
speak up” if they wish to help 
shape instead of fearing the 
course of events in B.C. 


A businessman, who brought 
home an exotic bird only to 
have his wife pop it into the 
oven for dinner, remonstrated 
with her that it had cost 
$1,000 because of its rare 
ability to speak 11 languages: 


“Then why didn't it speak 
up?. his wife asked, and I hope 
you get my point,” said 
Shrum. 

He told the chamber that 
business groups must do more 
than just admit women to 
their ranks if they want to 
influence public events: 

“You should also take in 
lots of professors, school 
teachers, doctors, professional 
people and even labor leaders 
who believe in the competitive 
free enterprise system.”

“This means trucks will take 
longer to reach Deep Cove,” 
said Aylard. “Regardless of 
this, I think it’s time some 
consideration should be given to 
establishing a_ sub-station at 
Deep Cove. The community is 
growing.”

By the time 
one might be aware that the 
severe convulsions could be 
caused by strychnine poison- 
ing, there would hardly be 
time to.stop and brew tea. 
Even if the tea were already 
made, it would be hard to get 
it ‘into the victim's stomach’ 


Handling the poisoned dog 
would stimulate new spasms 
andthe poor patient could 
find it difficult if not impos- 
sible to swallow the tea. If the 
veterinarian is but a few 
minutes away, don’t try any- 
thing at home—get the 
poisoned pet to his office at 
once.

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


Mistake Not to Capture Nova Scotia 


By BOB BOWMAN 


This is the anniversary of 
the battle .of .Lexington that 
opened the American Revolu- 
tionary War 
in 1775. Brit- 
ish General 
Gage sent 
troops from 
Boston to 
seize Ameri- 
can stores at 
Concord, 20 
miles away. 

'“» They were 
‘stopped by_ wi 
colonials aft Bowman 

Féxington and fighting began. 
The British then returned to 
Boston, were ambushed along 
the way by civilians, and lost 


100 men. killed 
wounded. 


and 200 


American losses were re- 
ported to be 39 killed and 
many more wounded. 


The amazing thing, from a 
Canadian point of view, is 
that the Americans did not 
strike at Nova Scotia imme- 
diately. 


In those days Nova Scotia 
included New Brunswick, and 
could have been captured 
easily. In fact Nova Scotia 
was regarded as the 14th 
American colony as two-thirds 
of its citizens had come from 
the New England states. 


At the beginning of the war, 
there was a great deal of 


’ 


sympathy for the American 
cause. The Quebec Act had 
been resisted as strongly in 
Nova Scotia—as—it-was-in-the 
American colonies. 


Instead of capturing Nova 
Scotia, and being able to 
blockade ,the St. Lawrence, 
General Washington chose to 
attack Montreal and, Quebec. 


He lost 5,000 men in that 
campaign which ended when 
the Royal Navy sailed up the 
St. Lawrence the following 
spring. If Washington * had 
sent a force of 2,500 men to 
capture. Nova Scotia. soon 
after the battle of Lexington, 
he probably would have been 
successful, and the course of 


history would have changed. 


There is little doubt that 
Canada would now be part of 
the U.S. =

Food retailers agree that 
labor costs, handling costs, 
freight costs, and’ wrapping 
costs have all spiralled. 

“Take a carcass of beef,” 
said Smith. “from the time it 
leaves the farm to the time it 
gets to my shop there are 25 
to 30° people making their 
living from it.” 

Fisher explained that the 
seasons even have something 
to do with the price of meat. 

‘“During the winter people 
eat stews or roasts,” he said. 
“Come spring everybody 
wants to barbecue and they 
want steaks.” 


Meat market operators are 
quick to point out that the 
profit margin in the beef 
industry is not huge. 

“The producers are making 
a good return now but they've 
seen lean years,”’ said Fisher. 
“The wholesalers are working 
on a net profit of a haif of one 
per cent.” —_
